by false and' misleading claims ' in 7 the literature which represented' 1 » 
that the devices were adequate and effective for the diagnosis and 
treatment 1 of air'r.ental - ailments- and essentially ell physical/ 
ailments of mankind. .We also, alleged that ,the devices lacked ade¬ 
quate" direct lensfor'use." This seizure action was contested by : oa 
the Founding Church of Scientology of Washington, B.C., Inc. and 
dpproxiraatdiy'40 individuals, end after a 13-day trial the jury 
found that the devices were misbranded as charged. Following this 
yerdict a decree was entered providing for destruction of the

I have been a Scientologist for about 8 years, and am satisfied 
by the pointWHYI'gtr in: your letter that your staff has 
made a careful investigation. I am certainly glad that I asked. 

May I offer a few bits of information, and a couple of opinions? 

Ro doubt you have-ways of verifying them if they‘seem valid. 

1) I bought my fi rst E meter.I n 1954, after paying about $250 
for some very satisfactory therapy, during which one was, used. 

2 'severe, long-standing personal problems were cured: a life¬ 
long allergy'to coffee, and stinking feet. A severe emotional 
problem was'greatly relieved. 

I became "a believer”, and began studying the "science". I 
analysed my new E meter circuitry, and being an electronics 
technician, I proceded to inovate refinements. I am one of 
the few Scientologists ^ho is familiar with the circuitry and 
function of the components.

An E meter is not a galvanometer, as your report indicated; 
nor is it intended to measure current flowing between two dis¬ 
similar metals. It is an ohmmeter, and furnishes its own 
current via a snail battery. Tubes or transistors operate. 

■' as a "D.C* Amplifier" to magnify tiny changes in' 1 input. Its 
purpose is to measure the D..C. resistance of the human body. 

The scale for the long pointer knob is calibrated by using 
small radio-type resistors: #2 on the scale corresponds to 
5,000 dims; and #3 corresponds to 12,000 ohms, in particular. 


I thought it was well known that emotions cause physical changes 
in our bodies, including respiration, perspiration, changes, 
in pulse rate and blood pressure.

I was among 
those who blew a fuse when Hubbard announced The Church Of 
Scientology.

X have 
found them to be more valuable to me than The Bible, and no 
more controversial or confusing. The texts of Scientology 
compare quite "well to texts in electronics or chemistry. They 
are principally reference guides for instructors and serious 
students', and are almost useless for a layman to browse thru. 


This is much longer than ray intended "thank you". I hope your 
investigators will be able to find enough sincere threads of fact 
and hope to warrant the survival of The Church of Scientology.

This action was filed under the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act against the E meter device. Wo charges were made against any 
individual. Seizure of the devices was made in the possession of 
the Academy cf Scientology and the Hubbard Guidance Center. The 
’’Academy’ 1 trains ’’auditors,” who treat ’’pre-clears” (patients). 
The Guidance Center receives money for the service of auditors 
in improving people’s health. 


Before’making this seizure, a very careful investigation was mado 
by our organisation. The investigation developed that the E raster 
is nothing more than a simple galvanometer for convoying and 
measuring minute amounts of current from a small dry cell battery 
which is passed thzoucjh the body when the tin can electrodes of 
the circuit are held in the hands. In a previous case involving 
a device of comparable construction, we had been able to establish 
that this type of machine has no value whatsoever in diagnosing 
or treating any disease of man. nonetheless, the voluminous 
literature distributed by the Academy and the Guidance Center con¬ 
tains many representations that this device will treat and diagnose 
detect and eliminate, all mental and nervous disorders and such 
serious diseases as arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, radiation 
bums, and poliomyelitis, which are all classified as 
psychosomatic ailments in the literature. 


The' investigation fturther developed the fact that a belief in the 
religion of scicntology was not a necessary part of either diag¬ 
nosis* treatment or cure. People were being treated by this 
worthless machine on a straight fee basis, without any requirement 
that they have any interest in the Founding Church.

Church of Scientology of Washington, D. C. 


This action was filed under the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act-against-the E meter device.No charges were made against’any 
individual."' Seizure of the devices was made in the possession of 
the Academy of Scientology and the Hubbard Guidance Center. The 
"Academy" trains "auditors,"who treats"pre-clears" (patients). 

The Guidance Center receives money for-the service of auditors 
in‘improving-people’s health. - ibw 

Before making this seizure, a very careful investigation was made 
by-our organization. The investigation developed that the*E meter 
is nothing more than a simple galvanometer for conveying and 
measuring minute amounts of current from a small dry cell battery 
which is passed through the body when the tin can electrodes of 
the circuit are held in the hands. In a previous case involving 
a device of comparable construction, we had been able to establish 
that this type of machine has no value whatsoever in diagnosing 
or treating any disease of man. Nonetheless^ the voluminous 
literature distributed by the Academy and the Guidance Center con¬ 
tains many representations that this device will treat and diagnose 
detect and eliminate, all mental and nervous disorders and such 
serious diseases as arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, radiation 
burns, and poliomyelitis, which are all classified as 
psychosomatic ailments in the literature. 


The investigation further developed the fact that a belief in the 
religion of scientology was not a necessary part of either diag¬ 
nosis, v treatment or cure. People were being treated by this 
worthless machine on a straight fee basis, without any requirement 
that they have any interest in the Founding Church. Indeed, during

an inspection on October 17, 1962, the top members of this organi¬

Universities ore strangely conservative about education. Every yeor they are full of clas*«* 
which their staff lectures at, and textbooks ore bought and assignments done and exams written. 
It isn't totally inefficient. A few people learn something ond retain it. But the system makes a dis¬ 
mal showing when we look at the number of flunks at the end of the year and make a realistic 
assessment of what the students have learned. The pass mark Is fifty, but If you've ever seen any 
final exams between fifty and sixty it doesn't take much wit to perceive that such a student knows 
nothing of the subject he was examined on. 

Why not re-engineer a univer- fully expensive as the tutor sys* 


sity so that 100% is the passing 
mark and the flunk rate insigni¬ 
ficant ? It is not impossible and 
the money Invested would be 
hardly more than the money 
spent on the present bumbling 
apparatus. It is no use saying 
that the students should study 
harder, should study longer, 
should be more responsible, 
should be more serious, etc. The 
student is what the student is. 
He flunks only if the university 
is unable to handle and teach 
him. Every student who does not 
learn what the university tries 
to teach him, marks a failure 
for the university as well as 
for himself. 

Need New System 

The great bug in our method 
of educating is the lecture sys¬ 
tem. We lecture to a class and 
try to teach a class, but a class 
has no brain and never learns 
anything. Only the. students do. 
All the students in a class are 
at different levels, the lecture 
only hits one level and so misses 
all of the students. Worse, the 
lecture is an outflow of the 
professor. The students are pas¬ 
sive and nobody learns anything 
without outflowing himself. Try 
to drive a car after merely lis¬ 
tening to the best of lectures on 
driving. To he brutal about it, 
the main effect of lectures ia 
to teach the professor his own 
subject- The questions and dis¬ 
cussion which go on during any 
lecture are not a real outflow 
from the students, what there 
Is of it only serves to give the 
professor an. illusion of student 
outflow. 

In engineering terms the den¬ 
sity of outflow per student per 
lecture is too small to. be in 
any way effective for the stu¬ 
dent. Students do outflow, of 
course, in labs,., in discussion 
among themselves] when they do 
problems, etc. The' best students 
outflow a great deal. But nothing 
In the system nurtures student 
outflow. Again in engineering 
terms the university system over¬ 
damps student outflow. Hence 
the general~lcw level of educa¬ 
tion, student passivity, low stand¬ 
ards (90% pass), high flunk 
rate, etc. 

Can this be corrected without 
introducing something as pain- 


tem ? Certainly. 

Abandon lectures. A profes¬ 
sor should never give a lecture 
unless he has something new 
to say or a new way to say. it. 
Put your lectures on tape. Have 
hundreds of tape machine booths 
so that a student can listen to 
a lecture when he is himself rea¬ 
dy to take responsibility for 
learning what is on the tape. If 
visual material Is required for 
the lecture, use video tapes and 
TV booths or cheap eight milli- 
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meter projectors with self load¬ 
ing film capsules. For special 
courses, such as languages, ta¬ 
pes could be keyed to illustrat¬ 
ed texts .along with equipment 
allowing an extra tape band for 
the student to record his own 
voice. 

A staff of Consultants would 
replace the lecturers. A con¬ 
sultant in a subject would do 
nothing but answer student ques¬ 
tions. He would not tutor, if a. 
student was so lost he needed a 
tutor he would be referred to 
the proper tapes and texts and 
programmed texts. 

Abandon registration day, 
years and semesters and final 
exams. Take In your student 
any week of the year he is ready 
to start. Give him a checklist of 
everything he has to know to 
get a certain degree, each com¬ 
plete item on the checklist being 
an hour or a couple of daya or 
a week’s work. When he knows 
that item cold he goes to the 
Item Tester. If he gets 300% 
on the item test- he gets a pass 
for that particular item on his 
check sheet; If he gets anything 
less he flunks and is told to 
come back again sometime. 

Bi-Monthly Exams 

Once a certain ■ section of the 
checklist has been completed 
the student Is put up for, say, 
a bl - monthly comprehensive 
exam (which could be machine 
corrected) that would test hi* 
retenGon. Any Item where he 
got less than 93% would be 
knocked off his checklist passes 


and he would have to be re¬ 
tested and re-passed on it by the 
Item Tester. 

A completed checklist covering 
everything you have to know and 
be able to do for a certain field 
is exchanged by the university 
for a degree. Graduation would 
come at the student’s own learn¬ 
ing rate and motivational level, 
maybe after two or after seven 
years with time out for nervous 
breakdowns or broken arms or 
six months as' a beatnik in Mexi¬ 
co City. Graduation would beco- - 
me a personal triumph rather 
than, an assembly line in May. 
Every time someone graduated 
would be an excuse for his 
friends to put on a big bash. 

Would it be too expensive to 
hire all the Testers and Consult¬ 
ants necessary to run such a sys¬ 
tem? No. The student body is a 
wonderful source of slave labor. 
Put down as part of a student’s 
checklist requirements a period 
of duty as Consultant or Tester. 
There is no better way to get a 
subject down cold than by having 
hordes of undergraduate mon¬ 
sters asking you questions about 
U all day Tong which you have to 
answer in a meaningful way, or 
than by thinking up nasty ques¬ 
tions to sec if they really learn¬ 
ed what they were supposed to 
have learned. 

End Suicides 

. Minimal cost, an end to May 
suicides, no students walking a- 
round lost because the lecturei 
got ahead of them, and an end to 
student passivity,.and best of all 
a student body that knows what 
it knows cold — that’s what you 
would get 

Is this an impossible dream 
I’ve made up to entertain myself? 
Not really. I attended such a 
school this summer. It was like 
falling into a washing machine 
— but oh what an incredible ex¬ 
perience! I learned ipore about 
the realities of education in this 
one summer than I have in the 
seven years I've been on the 
McGill staff. Unfortunately they 
are lessons which can’t be ap¬ 
plied to lecturing.

I received your letter of/Feb 7. rega rding the scientologis ts and the 
E-r^ter. Let me make it clear that I know and have alwaylimown that 
the E-meter "is nothing more than a simple galvanometer for conveying 
and measuring minute amounts of current from a small dry cell battery 
which is passed thru'the body when the tin can electrodes of the 
circuit are held in the hand." It has never been advertized as 
anything else. E-meter Essentials 1961 by Hubbard says, "the meter 
passes a tiny current'thru the pre-clear's body*" I own one and know 
what is inside it and used to draw circuit diagrams to explain its 
guts to church students with no electrical background,, In my 
undergraduate days I took a course in electrical instruments from one 
of North America’s foremost electrical bridge experts, Dr Watson. 


let me also-say that I too made an investigation of the device to ' 
the point that I took their course for three months (and in that time 
was unable to come up to their lowest Glass II standards) and that I 
bought 50 hours coprocessing 77 just to see what the meter could do on 
me in "trained" handsV About thirty or thirty-five of those 50 hours

People withhold information only because 
it is damaging to them. What _did' you do ? What constitutes a . 

careful investigation to you" ? 


If you do not choose to give me this information, I assure you I 
am going to find out by one way or.another exactly what a "careful 
investigation" means to you, if I have to read over, the entire court 
case transcripts. " And if you'have not been scientifically honest '/■ 
and if your investigation has been superficial and sloppy, I mention 
again that I will see to it that this fact is well publicized. 
Scientific sloppiness, even sincere but inadequate testing cannot be 
tolerated in a case of this kind. 

a: And I have reason to suspect, tho as yet no evidence, that your 
testing was sincere but inadequate. I quote from your letter, "In 
a.previous case involving a device of comparable construction"(circuit 
diagram please with operating instructions and maker) 'Vre had been able 
to establish that this type of machine has no value what soever in 
diagnosing or treating any disease of man." This indicates to me the 
shocking procedure of identifying all skin-galvanometers. If one make 
won it do the jab, no other one will. And what do you mean by similar? 
A .radio repairman's galvanometer? God help you if you ever carried 
that -philosophy into an engineering design firm. Tou'd get fired so 
f ast,'you'd have to pick yourself up off the streets Can you tell me 
the difference between two transistors by testing only one of them? 

.1 .Further more, with this un-named "previous device" I assume that you 
were' following its maker’s instructions and demonstrating that this did 
nothing. But would you have got the same result if you had Used it 
according to the scientologists instructions? I find it absolutely 
incredible that you equate all scientific experiments, done with the 
same apparatus! I find it just as incredible as I would if you had 
cracked down on some quack dentists because they were curing cavities 
with X-rays and then found out that real dentists were X-raying teeth 
and sent out a force of men to seize all dentist's X-ray machines 
because you had already proved that X-rays don't cure cavities. 

What were the tests conducted with "this type of machine"?. If it 
can be demonstrated that you violated any one of the major rules of 
"auditing" during this procedure, your viable test series is-null and 
void. Bo you realize that? Or are you one of these people, like 
my students, who think that an occassional violation of the rules of 
algebra won't give them the wrong answer? If you were making a 
chemical and left out something in the chemist's instructions and then 



All right, now since you have their training literature and I have 
their training literature, and know it well since I almost had to 
memorize it, you just show me where they say that you can cure diseases 
with the E-meter or that you can diagnose diseases with it. This is 
infinitely different than using the meter as an aid to finding out a 
pre-clear's goals and confessing him his sins, and giving him spiritual 
abilities, which allow him to take action to put his body in better 
shape. I took the course. I was never given instruction on how 
to cure diseases. ITo one else on the course while I was there was 
given such instruction. I was never taught how to diagnose diseases. 

I was never given any literature whi'ch told me how, and I have tons of it. 
The Professional Auditor’s Bulletins for the last two years and a half 
which I have don’t mention diagnosing and curing diseases. Their 
propaganda magazine thru which they recruit new members mentions no 
such thing for the'-three or four years I have them on file. - They do 
mention people becoming more able and more sane and casting away their 
crutches. So what? Saint Joseph’s shrine up the hill from me has,. 
a, huge collection of crutches from cripples who were blessed and found 
they could walk again. Religions have been curing psychosomatic ills 
since before there were doctors. And they have cured atheists; and 
believers alike, and none of them said that this was their chief function. 
The religion of scientology is out to make a sane world and if people 
get less sick on the way, so much the better,., but they aren’t being . 
pseudo-doctors and they aren't training pseudo-doctors. * 

I remember a woman coming to the HGC asking to be treated for cancer 
because she wasn't satisfied with her doctor. They told her that they 
could help her become a more able person but that she must continue to 
see a doctor about her, cancer. I remember seeing a girl running up 
to the church in the evening after having made a deep cut in her finger 
and asking for an "assist" to fix it up.. The auditor she talked to 
put her.in a taxi and sent her off to the hospital to have it stitched

■ As a matter of fact the instructions they give about handling 
what appear to be psycho-somatic diseases is very simple. Have the 
pre-elear see a doctor about it. It may be something he can help; 

If it is actually a psycho- - 
somatic trouble that a doctor can’t help, X was instructed not to 
address the condition as this would only make it worse. If it gets 
attention it is succeeding and its pathology is re-enforced* Instead;

They required me to sign a statement to the effect 
that I understood this’* During the thirty hours of my processing 
which involved the E-meter no physical ailment was addressed, indeed 
the entire time was spent getting me to recall my "sins" against others. 




I found out some remarkable things and it is my opinion that the 
E-meter does help in unburying subconscious and 2 ’epressed thoughts, 
and is a far more effective instrument for doing this than, say,, the 
quaint practice of 11 dream analysis". It is, of course, only an aid 
in the hands of a skilled operator. It is useless by itself and 
their training emphasises this endlessly. It would be remarkably 
useless in the hands of an untrained Pood and Drug scientist* It is 
a confessional tool. I was trained to use it as such and I had it 
used on me as such, and no-one I know at the church used it for 
anything else, except the Class III auditors who used it to assess 
goals, very little of which was done, while I was there because there 
was a scarcity of Class III skills. 

You are sure that the E-meter is not a tool. This implies that 
there is no skill involved in its use. You must be aware,that some 
of the scientological processes are forbidden to many auditors simply 
because they haven't got the skill to use them. I refer, you to 
HCO Policy Letter of November 29, 1961, of which you must have a 
copy. It is labeled, "Class S kill s" and somewhere in the. middle 
discusses unauthorized processes. "Any auditor.found using Class III 
skills without Class III certification shall be subject to suspension 
of certificate and, if continuing in fault, subject to public warning 
and revocation of all certificates and awards. Serious damage can .. 
be done to Scientology and preclears by unauthorized^ use of Routine 
3, 3A, 3D." If you think that the pre-clear just sits with the 
electrodes in his hands and gets "cured" without the auditor doing 
a highly skilled job you are out of your head. I could fill you a 
page with the mistakes he could make in the first five minutes, all 
of which would render the usefullness of the E-meter to the vanishing 
point. The mere fact that you entertain such a misconception indicates 
to me just how superficial your investigation was. 

! I find your statement that "The investigation further developed 
the fact that the belief in the religion of Scientology was not a 
necessary part of diagnosis, treatment or cure. People were being 
treated on this worthless machine on a-straight fee basis, without 
any requirement that they have any interest in the Pounding Church," 
a surprising statement implying that you believe a religion, by 
definition, can only help its co-members. I'm-afrairl you are three 
millenia behind the times. Ask a Christian minister if he could . 
help an atheist who was willing to come into his church and listen 
to him. Ask a Catholic priest if he would take the confession of 
a dying pagan. You know damn well what their answers would be. 

You "have> a statement from a person who was told at the Academy that 
the religious angle was adopted for tax purposes." Good. Is that 
the level^of your investigation? Heresay? And-naturally scientologists 
want to get into hospitals and prisons — a good place for religion 
don't you. think? Has it become a crime to help the sick and the 
criminal? And is, it bad for someone to earn a living? Are you 
sinning by living off the taxpayers money? Did you see any Pounding 
Church staff members driving around in Cadillacs? And how many polio 
victims refuse medical attention and help because they want.to be 
nri -nnl Man.' vou iuat don't take statements out of nontext without 




hinself the ^id-therapy he needed. 

I met a Marine who was wounded in the war. He had an open wound 
and had had it for six years. It could have been healed, but he 
refused to obey his doctor’s instructions. He also complained about 
the stupidity of his doctors. But this Marine was an alcoholic. 

The only decent thing he had ever done in his whole life was fight 
for his country. His wound was his citizenship papers into the 
human race. He couldn’t afford to let it heal. . A scientologist 
wouldn't have treated his wound, but he would have made hi m able to 
go to a doctor about it, able to.be something besides a wounded Marine. 
What are you doing for poor, dogs like that? 

If you seriously think that this religious "angle” as you call it 
is all a fraud, I have terrible terrible news for you. Thinking that, 
you'll go down in history as a soldier of Pilate and that's the way 
you'll be remembered for a thousand years. 

Your letter indicates to me* a case based on heresay, interviews, 
testing of somebody else’s machine according to God only knows what 
non-scientological instructions,,a detailed hunt thru seized material 
to weed out statements ;taken out of context to prove your case, a 
disection of an E-meter. It indicates no knowledge of a world wide 
religious brotherhood which includes company presidents and executives, 
teachers, bullfighters, dress designers, street cleaners, etc. It 
shows no attempt at a statistical evaluation of what can be done with 
an E-meter by people the Pounding Church claims are competent. If 
so, as a mathematician, I must condemn your investigation. 

Scientology is. a religion. 



PS What did you do to test the E-meter? That's the question.you 
have to answer to a scientist.

time had been told by Mr. Huckaba that the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
had no jurisdiction insof^ashecould determine from the available facts. 
Mr. Huckaba stated thatC^MpBwM WBW) complaint did not indicate any legal 
evidence of fraud on the part oi' the referenced firm, and that he believed 
this complaint to be of more interest to the Food and Drug Administration. 

The information subsequently obtained from Special Agent Huckaba 
was verified and expanded on by the complainant, and for reasons of brevity, 
is included in the following account. However, Mr. Huckaba furnished the 
inspectors with a carbon copy of a letter from the complainant to the ref¬ 
erenced firm, dated January 21, 1963, in addition to a photostatic copy of 
a recent local newspaper article concerning FDA's recent action against the 
referenced firm. Both of these documents were obtained by Special Agent
